VILLAGE DRAINAGE. 

Lenox, Mass., is being drained by a system 
of small, six inch, tight sewer pipes, which 
lead from the houses along the streets to a 
large tank in the open fields. This tank has 
1 a capacity of three or four thousand gallons, 
and is self acting, in that it will empty itself,- 
by means of a syphon, into a system of dis¬ 
tributing drains some ten thousand feet in 
united length, laid at a depth of one foot be¬ 
low the surface of the ground. The distrib¬ 
uting drains are porous land tile, laid with 
\ open joints, so that the sewage is absorbed 
into the soil, which is enriched thereby and 
fitted for the growth of grass and similar crops. 
Provision is made for the disposal of sewage 
by surface irrigation at any time when freez¬ 
ing might prevent the working of the sub-irri¬ 
gation, though in similar systems in use in the 
North it has been shown that the sewage 
keeps the soil warm enough to prevent frec-z- 
I ing in the immediate vicinity of the drains 
sufficient to absorb all the sewage. It is said

APPLE-SADCE. 

We wish we knew whether it is really 
true, in relation to apple-sauce as to weightier 
matters, that “where ignorance is bliss tis 
folly to be wise.” For we suspect—m fact we 
know—that a larger portion of our deluded 
fellow-citizens are passing through life in the 
belief that they know what apple-sauce is, 
when the fact is they are as blessedly ignorant 
as a babe is of rum punches, or a Bostonian 
who depends on a stewed mess from the cor¬ 
ner bakery, is of genuine baked beans. 

As the painter grandiloquently said ot his 
colors, there need to be brains mixed with ap- 
pie-sauce to have it right. The sticky stuff 
that comes on to some boarding-house tables 
is not of this sort. It ffiof about the! consis¬ 
tency of mortar, and is made ot four different 
kinds of apples, all unsuited to saucing. I art 
of them dissolved into an insipid sort ot apple 
gruel; part stewed up into suspicious looking 
lumps; and the rest apparently didn’t cook at 
all. Then the mess was “flavored heaven 
save the mark!—with some acrid extract ot 
lemon, and though there wasn’t enough acid 
in the lot to furnish cider for one genuine 
sauce-apple, the dish was “sweetened” with a 
few teacupfuls of brown sugar. And what a 
sweet mess it made! 

Now, to make good apple-sauce you want 
good apples:—and not only so, hut apples 
I foreordained for that especial purpose. But 
• we have reason to believe that there are some 
housekeepers so absolutely hap-hazardous 
’ that they will stew even gilhflowors or seek- 
f no-furthers—not to mention the flavorless dry- 
as-dust varieties. Such a woman is to be 
, shunned. She is capable of frying a steak, or 
j making a dried-apple pie, or even ot perpe- 
.1 trating a rhubarb dumpling. 

But take wine apples, or twenty ouncers, 
e or fall pippins, or, best of all, the Spitzber- 
s gens,—plump, and juicy, and piquant; use 
s one variety only : stew brisk y until they are 
;- iust done; sweeten judiciously with the purest 
>f sugar, and don’t try to help the flavor; stir in 
d a little lump of butter; and, if you like it, 
e "rate a little—only a hint—of nutmeg over 
;o the top. Then serve just as it ceases to be 
ie warm and before it begins to be cold. I bus

GBEEN LIGHT INJURIOUS. 


A belief in color-poisoning by means ol 
green dresses and green wall papers has al¬ 
ready been forced upon tlie public by some 
tolerably conclusive evidence: but it seems 
that the mischievous propensities of this col¬ 
or are far from being yet fully exposed. A 
French savant. M. Paul Bert, has just exhibit¬ 
ed against it articles of impeachment of the 
gravest character, supported by reports of a 
whole series of startling experiments. If his 
theory is true, it is not only the arsenic used 
in producing the color which docs the injury, 
but the actual color itself; and a mere ray of 
o-reen light is capable of affecting the health 
of the person exposed to it, apart from all aid 
afforded to it by the smell or presence of ar¬ 
senic. To demonstrate this alleged fact, M. 
Bert has submitted several specimens of the 
sensitive plant to rays of different colors 
thrown upon them through stained glass, and 
in every case those which were treated to the 
most brilliant green light withered and died 
in the shortest time. In those plants which 
were exposed to a red light a peculiar phe¬ 
nomenon was observed; the tips or spikes of 
the leaves prolonged themselves and grew for¬ 
ward in a lean and hungry fashion horizontal¬ 
ly with the branch from which they sprang; 
while in a blue light the contrary effect was 
produced, the spikes standing out abruptly 
and perpendicularly from their stem. On one 
of the plants being enclosed in a sort of lan¬ 
tern, having red glass on one side and green 
on the other, instead of shrinking away from 
the poison on their right to the roseate anti¬ 
dote on their left, the leaves, as if by fatal 
fascination, turned with one consent the other 
way and literally looked death in the face.

HOW MARION GOT HIS RIFLES. 


The clcse of the year 1770 was a sad peri-1 1 
od for America. The British held the coun¬ 
try from Charleston to upper Santee, and in i 
order to complete their conquest had estab¬ 
lished a chain of posts through the State, i 
each one of which was strongly fortified and : 
defended by a good garrison. Organized re¬ 
sistance to the British there was none. On 
the American side the principal actors in the 
struggle were the men who composed the fa¬ 
mous “light brigade” of General Marion. 

The favorite rendezvous of Marion was at 
Snow Island. This was a high piece of river 
swamp, as it is called in the Carolinas, and 
was surrounded on three sides by water, so as 
to be almost impregnable. Here Marion had 
his camp. From this fastness he issued forth 
at pleasure to range the enemy’s granaries, or 
capture a struggling party of his troops. Se¬ 
cure in his retreat, he had no fear of pur¬ 
suit. 

In the city of Charleston the despotism of 
the British was at its height; the proud spir¬ 
ited people at that capitol were held down by 
a grinding tyranny. Many of them were still 
open and uncompromising in their hostility to 
the English, while others, thinking they could 
best serve the cause in that way, affected a 
hearty submission to the enemy, and were 
seemingly the most loyai of King George’s 
subjects. Yet, while the English saw this 
and congratulated themselves on the good ef¬ 
fect it would have upon the colonists, these 
very “loyalists” kept the American comman¬ 
ders constantly informed of all that passed 
within the British lines, and many a disaster 
of the English was in this way directly attrib¬ 
uted to them. 

One of those persons was a lady of fine so¬ 
cial position and great wealth.

Sir Henry Spellman neglected the sciences 
in his youth, but commenced the study of 
them when he was between 50 and 60 years of 
age. After this time he became a most 
learned antiquarian and lawyer. 

Dr. Johnson applied himself to the Dutch 
language but a few years before his death. 

Ludovico Monaldesco, at the great age of 
115, wrote the memoirs of his own times. 

Ogilby, the translator of Homer and Virgil, 
was unacquainted with Latin and Greek until 
he was past 50. 

Franklin did not fully commence his philo¬ 
sophical pursuits till he had reached his 50th 
year. 

Dryden, in his 68th year, commenced the 
translation of the Iliad, his most pleasing pro¬ 
duction. 

We could go on and cite thousands of ex¬ 
amples of men who commenced a new study, 
either for livelihood or amusement, at an ad¬ 
vanced age. But every one familiar with the 
biography of distinguished men will recollect 
individual cases enough to convince him that 
none but the sick and indolent will ever say, 
I am too old to learn.
